Egypt foils bid to smuggle 
drugs, arms through Sinai 


CAIRO (UPI). — Egyptian 
authorities have foiled an attempt 
by an -unidentified Palestinian 
organization to smuggle arms and 
narcotics into Egypt through the 
Sinai, the weekly magazine October 
reported yesterday. 

It said Coast Guard forces seized 
33 cases of narcotics and 13 cases of 
arms that included 80 hand 
grenades, 27 pistols, 14 kilograms of 
Soviet-made explosives, 10 
automatic rifles and nearly 2,000 
rounds of ammumtibn. 

The magazine did not identify the 
Palestinian group it said was behind 
lbe attempt 

The arms and narcotics were 
aboard a motorboat which had tried 
to unload them cm Sinai’s Mediter- 
ranean coast near El-Arish, it said. 

Two Lebanese nationals, 
Mohammed Hamedi and Mustafa 
Hassan, who own the boat, were ar- 
rested along with a guard 
Mohammed al-Akraa, themagariOc 


said. 

The report said security 
authorities are investigating the pos- 
sibility oflinks between the Palesti- 
nian organization involved and 
domestic “hostile elements" on 
which President Anwar Sadat 
cracked down earlier this month, 
arresting 1,536 persons. 

In a separate report, the 
magazine said Sadat recently saw 
maps of terrorist training camps in 
Libya, located mostly around 
Tripoli, as well as pictures of the 
bouses where the international ter- 
rorist Carlos lives in Tripoli and 
Benghazi and his movements inside 
Libya. It did not say who supplied 
the pictures. 

There have been persistent press 
reports that Carlos, a Venezuelan 
whose real name is Ifich Ramirez 
Sanchez, is based in Libya. He was 
the organizer of the 1975 kidnap of 
Arab oil ministers meeting in Vien- 
na. 


WARSAW. — The Polish 
government and the Solidarity 
free trade union yesterday 
moved to ease heightening ten- 
sion following a stern warning 
from Moscow urging the 
authorities to crack down on 
groups Hostile to Moscow. 

The official media here carried 
calls for calm and renewed dialogue 
in the face of looming confronta- 
tion, and Solidarity leader Lech 
Walesa met with Polish Primate 
Archbishop Jazef Glemp Friday in 
an apparent new bid for the church, 
respected by both sides, again to 
step in as mediator. 

The media yesterday ignored 
direct reaction to Friday's stiff 
Soviet warning that the Polish 
leadership must take immediate ac- 
tion to stamp out a mounting anti- 
Soviet campaign which it said was 
led by Solidarity and dissident 
groups. Instead, the media printed 
messages supporting the tough at- 
tacks on Solidarity leaders issued by 
the Polish Party politburo and 
government. 

However, the media also printed 
messages from Solidarity chapters 
criticizing the government’s attack 
— a development which Western 
observers said indicated that the 
authorities still held out hope for 
dialogue. 

The U.S. on* Friday accused 
Moscow of meddling in Polish af- 
fairs, and U.S. officials said the 
Soviet call for tough Polish govern- 
ment measures would be an attempt 


to set Pole against Pole. 

The Soviet statement implied a 
call for action against the second 
stage of Solidarity’s congress open- 
ing next week, but this was not spelt 
out directly. It fell short of a dear 
ultimatum to Polish leader 
Stanislaw Kania to ban the 
Solidarity gathering, and observers 
said that it appeared to leave both 
sides certain room for maneuver. 


But the tone of -the message, the 
sharpest public statement by 
Moscow since the start of the Polish 
crisis, suggested that in the Soviet 
view it was time the Polish 
leadership produced actions against 
Solidarity rather than words. 

The message was part of a week- 
long effort to counter Solidarity's 
call for new unions in other East 
bloc countries. 

On Friday, workers at the 
Arsenal plant in Kiev were shown 
on television at a rally endorsing a 
letter that said, “We are profoundly 
indignant over the fact that the 
nationalistic rabble, direct minions 
of imperialism, and all sorts of scum 
for whom nothing is sacred, are 
committing acts of sacrilege at the 
graves of Soviet people who gave up 
tiieir fives to save mankind from the 
fascist plague and tonight freedom 
to the Polish people,” said a letter 
from workers at the Arsenal factory 
in Kiev. 

The letter was the latest in a 
series from official Soviet labour 
unions to Polish workers following

Trade mission pins hopes 
on Egypt’s public sector 


Four killed in Beirut car bombing 


BEIRUT (AP). — While Sidon 
buried the victims of Thursday’s 
bomb blast which killed 25 persons, 
; a booby-trapped car exploded on 
Friday in Moslem West Beirut and 
left four persons dead. 

Thousands of persons thronged 
the streets of Sidon, 4Q kilometres 
south of Beirut, to march in the 
funeral procession. The blast, which 
injured 108 others, heavily damaged 
the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion’s regional headquarters in the 
coastal city. 

Another bombing on Thursday 
killed . 10 persons at a cement fac- 
tory in the northern city of Chekka. 


Lebanese state radio said several 
persons were injured in Friday's 
blast in the low-income 
neighbourhood of Bourj al- 
. Barajnch mi the southern fringes of 
the capital. The booby-trapped car 
had been parked in a narrow, 
crowded street which is a known 
habitat of drug dealers. 

In a telephone call to the Beirut 
office of the French news agency, 
Agence France Presse, an 
anonymous caller purporting to 
speak for a group calling itself the 
“Front for Liberating Lebanon 
from Foreigners" claimed respon- 
sibility for tiie three attacks. 


Iibya-Chad forces battle Sudan invaders 


PARIS (Reuter). — Chad’s eastern 
border region has turned into a bat- 
tleground between Libyan troops 
and Sudan's regular army, President 
Goukouni Oueddei of Chad said 
yesterday. 


Speaking at a press conference in 
Paris, Goukouni accused Sudan of 
launching attacks into his country 
which he said were met by com- 
bined Libyan-Chadian forces. 


’ "The clashes at Adre and 
Guereda were in fact an aggression 


by regular Sudanese forces sup- 
ported by (heir masters,” he said, 
identifying the "masters” as the 
Egyptian government. 

Meanwhile Egypt accused Libya 
of aggression against Sudan and 
pledged, continued support for 
Sudan, the official Middle East 
News Agency (MENA) reported. 

“Egypt will firmly support Sudan 
against any aggression” MENA 
quoted Butros Ghali, the Egyptian 
minister of state for foreign affairs, 
as saying.

Israel hopes for a breakthrough in 
trade talks with Egypt this week that 
would enable it to expand commer- 
cial ties to include the vast public 
sector of the Egyptian economy. At 
present, trade between the two 
countries involves only private 
Egyptian firms, while the public sec- 
tor, accounting for 85 per cent of 
the Egyptian economy, has not 
forged any links with Israeli in- 
dustry. 

Commerce Ministry Dkector- 
General Yoram Ziv will lead a large 
Israeli delegation to the talks in 
Cairo. The delegation members wfll 
fly to Cairo, while Ziv, together with 
Oded Eran of the Foreign 
Ministry’s Egypt department, will 
travel overland to experience the 
land route at first hand. 

In the past, Egypt has explained 
that its public sector could not trade 
with Israel because the People’s As- 
sembly had not yet ratified the trade 
protocol between the two countries. 
But recently the pact was ratified, 
and now, the Israeli officials hope, 
Egypt will be more willing to discuss 
commercial ties with its state- 
owned industries. 

Privately, Israeli sources say they 
are aware of difficulties posed by 
the Arab boycott. These would par- 
ticularly concern the large Egyptian 
state-owned companies which have 


wide interests throughout the Arab 
world. 

The trade talks were given an 
auspicious boost by the agreement, 
reached in Jerusalem last week, to 
permit trucks to travel across the 
border in both directions. This will 
obviate the awkwardness of ’back- 
to-back* transfer of goods at the 
border from Egyptian to Israeli 
trucks or vice versa and thus, it is 
hoped, prove a real spurt to trade. 

The Egyptians have also agreed 
to give Israeli truck driven multiple 
entry visas, up to a maximum of five 
entries in two months. 

Israeli sources say these arrange- 
ments might result in a significant 
boon for Israeli ports, especially 
Ashdod. Rather than suffer from 
periodic overcrowding in Egyptian 
ports — and pay the Ugh delay 
charges — Egyptian importers 
might have their cargoes Shipped to 
Ashdod, and trucked into Cairo in a 
much shorter time. 

Also convening in Cairo this 
week for one of its periodic sessions 
is the joint military committee. The 
agenda includes: the Sinai 
withdrawal timetable; possible 
Egyptian purchase of Israeli 
facilities in Sinai; physical demarca- 
tion of the international border; and 
arrangements for Egyptian advance 
parties to come to eastern Sinai 
before the Israeli pullback, as 
provided for in the peace treaty. 


Without a doubt, Sinai to be in another country

Any illusions that Israelis may 
have hod about a border with Egypt 
that will resemble the border 
between the UB. and Canada or 
between France and Germany, 
should be forgotten quickly, ac- 
cording to the Tourism Ministry’s 
director-general, Rafael Faber. 

Farber, who participated in last 
week's normalization talks between 
Israel and Egypt, told The Jerusalem 
Post on Friday that the Egyptians 
are insisting that there be no hint of 
Israeli management in the Sinai 
after it is returned to them next 
April under terms of the peace 
treaty. 

“Sinai will be in -another country, 
with all the ramifications," he said. 
“No longer wifi, an Israeli be able to 
get up in the morning and decide he 
wants to go to Nuciba. 

As for the camping, yachting, sur- 
>.fing and skin-diving now flourishing 
along the cost of Sinai, Faber was 
pessimistic about the continuation 
of these activities. The- Egyptians 
are . extremely waxy about granting 
freedom of movement, he said, ad- 
ding that in the talks they stressed 
their fear of such dangers as drugs 
and terrorism. 

With -yachts, for example, Farber 
said the Egyptians pointed out that 
they have only a few points of entry 
and they did not like the idea of 
having boats coming and going 
along the coast at will. 


One Israeli source said a recurr- 
ing theme in the Egyptian position 
was that “we don’t need your Coca- 
Cola tourism," meaning that Egypt 
was not anxious to encourage Israeli 
campers and hikers to the Sinai. 

Accordingly, no agreement has 
been readied on the crossing of 
caravans or motorbikes from Israel 
into Sinai. These vehicles are 
favoured modes of transport by 
holiday-makers seeking an out-in- 
the-open vacation. 

Nevertheless, Faber stressed 
that in the informal talks the Egyp- 
tians sounded eager and receptive, 
contending that they want to 
develop tourism in the Sinai and 
that they want Israelis. 

. B ut the type of visit the Egyptians 
envisage is more like that now being 
allowed to the Santa Caterina 
monastery area, with organized 
groups being allowed to go to a 
specific location, rather that the 
free- wheeling holidays to which 
many Israelis and foreign visitors 
have become accustomed. 

Israeli officials expressed deep 
“disappointment” over Egypt’s 
refusal, so far, to allow Arlria to 
continue flying into Santa Caterina 
after April. At present the Israeli in- 
land airline flies regularly to the 
holy site in central Sinai. The cessa- 
tion of such flights would mean an 
actual regression in the normaliza- 
tion between the two countries, it is 
said. 

Farber stressed that the Egyp- 


tians want to get to know Israelis 
and were receptive to plans for 
budget-priced tours to enable as 
many Egyptians as possible to visit 
Israel. Such toon to Israel would 
cost S98 for three nights and S168 
for seven nights, not including 
travel, which could be as little as $9 
by taxi from El-Arish to Tel Aviv. 

According to Farber, (he Egyp- 
tians were especially enthusiastic 
about Israel’s forests and nature 
spots. He said they were also eager 
for Israelis to come to Egypt proper 
and not just Sinai. 

But in other areas, Israeli hopes 
are fa from being realized. The 
Egyptians have made no firm com- 
mitment concerning how the Etzion 
Air Base is to be used, although 
Israeli tourism developers have 
been counting on use of the field for 
charter flights to Eilat, in which the 
visitors would enter Israel without 
the need to pass through Egyptian 
border controls. 

The Egyptians have asked Israel 
to continue supplying water and 
electricity to Etzion — and the rest 
of eastern Snai — at reasonable 
prices. 

The problems surrounding Etzion 
are understood to include the price 
of maintaining and operating the 
field — which Egypt says (hat Israel 
ought to share if Eilat-bound 
charters land there. Also, there is 
still no agreement on . an inter- 
national flight path into Etzion. 

On a more positive note, the two 


sides have agreed not to hinder their 
nationals from visiting each other. 
There was also an agreement to al- 
low free publication of tourist infor- 
mation in both countries, but only 
after “joint consultation.” 

With regard to visas, the Egyp- 
tians will not grant permission to 
enter Sinai on the spot, although 
Israelis might be able to receive 
visas which are more lenient than 
those issued to other tourists. But 
for the present, the fastest time for 
granting a visa would be three days. 

As for joint projects, in which 
Israeli tourism officials and 
entrepreneurs hoped that the two 
countries could engage, in order to 
encourage visitors to both 
countries, the Egyptians issued a 
flat refusal, Farber said. 

“But,” he added, ,4 they know 
how to say no very elegantly." 

The Jerusalem Post political staff 
adds: The young (31) director- 
general of die Tourism Ministry was 
criticized by other Israeli officials 
for his performance during last 
week's talks. Sources in the Foreign 
Ministry and the Transport Ministty 
said Farber’s lack of experience in 
the public service — and especially 
in international negotiations — 
showed through during the talks. 

They also claimed that Farber 
was too avid in seeking media 
publicity for himself and that his 
public statements had had a pre- 
judicial effect on the conduct of the 
talks.

in storm over cuts

A move by ihe Treasury for 
tourism budget cutbacks has thrown 
the tourism industry into an uproar 
and caught Minister Avraham 
Sharir by surprise. 

Treasury sources said Tourism 
Ministry Director-General Rafael 
Farber accepted a request by 
Finance Ministry Director-General 
Ezra Sadan that loans for tourism 
projects no longer be partially 
linked to allov* for increased costs, 
as approved investments. 

Farber denied the reports and 
said only the Minister could make 
such decisions. He told 77ie 
Jerusalem Post that the Treasury 
had offered to gram other conces- 
sions to the Tourism Ministry if the 
preferred loans were ended, without 
naming them, but added that past 
Treasury promises to the Tourism 
Ministry had not been fulfilled. 

Sharir issued an official statement 
opposing the “unilateral’* decision 
by the Treasury cancelling the 
preferred loans to investors in 
tourism and demanding an im- 
mediate meeting with Finance 
Minister Yorara Aridor to discuss 
the issue. Aridor is due to leave tbis 
morning for the U.S., thus any such 
meeting will have to await his 
return. 

Beginning from October 1, 
government aid to investors wOl 
again be reduced, in accordance 
with a long-range policy to reduce 
government expenditure as much as 
possible. It was decided several 


months ago that loans approved in 
the past would be fully linked (to 
the dollar or the price index), plus 
interest, to allow for increased costs 
while the original loans would be 
linked at only 70 per cent, as in the 
past. . 

The industrialists agreed to the 
new policy, reportedly because 
of the lengthy period between the 
decision to link the loans, on May 
29, 1979, and October 1. when the 
linkage for increased costs was due 
to begin. 

The hoteliers claimed that there 
were now many projects in the 
tourism branch still under the 
process of being approved or under 
construction, and did not agree to 
the linkage cutoff beginning in Oc- 
tober. In January the Ministries of 
Finance and Industry accepted the 
position of the hoteliers. 

Under the present policy of 
government cutbacks, the Treasury 
claims it persuaded the new 
Tourism Ministry director-general 
to relinquish the hoteliers' gain, and 
this has sparked the controversy. 

The hoteliers claim that program- 
mes approved in 1980 provide for 
5,000 new rooms in 23 hotels 
(including the expansion of 13 ex- 
isting ones) and an investment of 
IS 100 million in various tourism 
projects, such as a marina in 
Tiberias and baths in Ein GedL 

Moshe Amir, director-general of 
the Hotel Association, said that if 
the Treasury carries out its plan, the 
tourism branch will be servensly hit 
and investors will no longer trust 
government assurances.

Court acquits 
former police chief

The television news and produc- 
tion staff committee blacked out the 
screen for three minutes on Friday 
night’s Hashavua weekly news 
magazine to protest the banning of a 
news feature dealing with three 
plays about the IDF currently being 
staged in Israel. 

Broadcasting Authority director- 
general Yosef Lapid a week earlier 
had banned the 12-minute report by 
Amos Arbel from the same show on 
the grounds that it allegedly 
depicted IDF soldiers acting "-like 
Nazi storm troopers.” The televi- 
sion management also said that the 
report was of “lew quality profes- 
sionally.” 

The Broadcasting Authority is to 


Former Jerusalem police chief 
Zvi Ben-EIiahu was acquitted on 
Friday by district court of charges 
that he took bribes and breached 
trust placed in him. 

Acquitted of giving bribes were a 
neighbour of Ben-Eliahu's at 
Moshav Beit-Nekofa and two 
Jerusalem earth-moving contrac- 
tors. 

Judge Zvi Tal ruled that there was 
nothing improper in Ben-Eliahu's 
behaviour. But he recommended 
that “higher standards" be adopted 
for police officers asked to cancel 
traffic tickets for friends or acquain- 
tances. The former chief had been 
charged with receiving three 
truckloads of soil for his garden in 
exchange for the cancellation of 
five violations. 

One of the tickets, the judge 
ruled, came to Ben-Eliahu's desk 
two years after he received tbe soil, 
and 27 other violations charged 
against the same man were not 
handled by the chief. Therefore, it 
was difficult to claim bribery. 

Tal did not accept thcr defen- 
dant's claim that the soil was in ex- 
change for water and parking 
privileges, but was willing to grant 
the benefit of the doubt. It was not 
in any case worth much, the judge 
concluded, and the initiative came 
from Ben-Eiiahu’s neighbour 
Shmuel Shemesh. 

Among defence witnesses was 
former inspector-general Haim 
Tavori, who testified that it is con- 
sidered legitimate for a high police 
officer to cancel a traffic violation, 
even for a friend, if he examined the 
matter on its merits. (Itim)

Anti-U.S. Arab leaders meet in Libya 


BENGHAZI. — Hard-line Arab 
leaders, ending a summit con- 
ference here, pledged to boost ties 
with the Soviet Union and to fight a 
new strategic cooperation agree- 
ment between Israel and the U.S. 


The two-day Steadfastness Front 
meeting, attended by leaders of 
Libya, Syria, Algeria, South Yemen 
and the Palestine Liberation 
Organization, ended on Friday 
night. The foreign minister cf Iran, 
Mir-Hussein Mousavi, attended as 
an observer. 


The Conference urged Arab 
states to use their oil exports and 
huge deposits in American banks to 
counter the Israel-UJS. agreement. 

Its final communique said the 
leaders had decided to start talks 
with the Soviet Union “to produce a 
qualitative development in relations 
between it and the Arab world so as 
to restore balance to the region, es- 


pecially after the new Isracli- 
American alliance.” 

The final communique, which 
gave few details of the summit talks, 
said the Washington agreement was 
aimed at turning the Middle East 
into a U.S. b&se, which would lead 
to conflict with the Soviet Union 
and endanger world peace. 

The communique stud the leaden 
also welcomed the openly anti- 
western pact set up last month by 
Libya, South Yemen and Ethiopia. 
The paet, signed in Aden, was 
aimed at countering the growing 
U.S. military presence in the Indian 
Ocean and Gulf regions. 

The Steadfastness Front was 
originally formed to oppose the 
Egyptian -Israeli peace agreements, 
and the communique also declared 
support for efforts to overthrow 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
and torpedo the peace process.

New book vindicates Pope Pius XII

LONDON. — Allegations that Pope 
Pius XII had a lukewarm attitude 
towards Jews and did little to help 
to save them from the Nazis have 
been dismissed in a book just 
published by a church historian. 
Father J. Derek Holmes. 


But, according to (he book, this 
was part of a deliberate 
smokescreen to make the Nazi 


leadership believe that the pope was 
doing nothing for the Jews when in 
fact thousands were being sheltered 
outside Rome in convents and 
monasteries, sometimes dressed as 
monks and nuns, on the orders of 
the pope himself. Holmes expresses 
the opinion that there was a Nazi 
plan to kidnap the pope and lo seize 
the Vatican. 

Pope Pius has often been 
■criticized for his behaviour during 
this period. In particular, German 
playwright Rolf Hochhuth attacked 
the pope's alleged attitude towards 
the Jews in the controversial play. 
The Representative. This book may 
lead Lo a revision of those, criticisms, 
though it is too early to judge 
whether The Times in a review 
yesterday is justified in headlining 
the story: * Pope Rehabilitated -as 
Saviour of Jew. 


In the book, The Papacy In the 
Modern World , Holmes provides 
evidence showing that two German 
diplomats deliberately deceived the 
Nazis in order to prevent the pope 
from being captured by the Nazis 
and the Vatican from being seized. 

The diplomats were the German 
ambassador to the Vatican, Baron 
Ernst von Weizsacker, and his 
deputy, Albert von Kessel. Accor- 
ding to the book, von Weizsacker 
sent a report to the German govern- 
ment which implied that the pope 
was indifferent to the deportation of 
Italian Jews. 


Dutch police drive back nuclear protesters 


DODEWAARD. Netherlands (AP). 
— Riot police used teargss yester- 
day to drive back thousands of 
protesters trying to set up a 
blickade outside one of Holland's 
two nuclear power plants, officials 
said.

CAIRO. — The exodus of Soviet 
. civilian experts expelled from Egypt 
continued yesterday with the depar- 
ture of 145 technicians and depen- 
dents, government officials said. 

They were the third group to

Soviet Union, including expulsion

NEW YORK (AP). — Concern is 
spreading on Wall Street that the 
stock market's summer-long decline 
might be signalling the U.S.'s first 
prolonged recession since the mid- 
1970s. 

Some have interpreted the 
*lide in. stock and bon d prices as a 
vote of no-confidence in President 
Ronald Reagan’s efforts to curb in- 
flation and balance the federal 
budget. But several analysts have 
warned lately that the stock market 
might also be fulfilling its classic 
function of anticipating trends in 
business activity. 

These analysts warn that it is 
dangerous to assume that a decline 
in interest rates by itself would 
necessarily .turn toe stock market 
around. If falling rates are accom- 
panied by slumping production, 
employment and corporate earn- 
ings, they say, stock traders could 
well respond to them with scant 
enthusiasm. 

As Newton Zinder, market 
analyst at E.F. Hutton, pointed out 


this past week, some key rates have 
indeed been falling since, mid- 
summer without providing any 
perceptible benefit for stock prices. 
The rate on federal funds, overnight 
loans between banks, has fallen 
from about 20 pec cent to below 16. 

But the Dow Jones Average of 30 
industrials, which fell 36.62 points 
to 836.19 in the past week, stands at 
a 16-month low. Since late April the 
average has taken a drop of 187 
points. Other readings for the week 
showed the New York Stock Ex- 
change composite index down 3.05 
at 67.27 and the American Stock 
Exchange market value index off 
30.72 at 300,33. Big board volume 
averaged 42.39 million shares a day, 
against 45.21 million the week 
before. 

“In reality, there is no precise 
link between interest rates and the 
stock market," Zinder observed. 
“Both can and have risen together, 
and both can and have fallen 
together.

MOSCOW ( Reuter 1. — The Soviet 
Union yesterday acknowledged that 
South Africa had captured one of its 
soldiers in the latest South African 
incursion into Angola and publicly- 
demanded his return. 

An unsigned statement from the 
official Tass news agency confirmed 
for the first time that a "military 
specialist" was in South African 
hands. 

South Africa has said its forces 
captured a Soviet warrant office r 
during an operation against South 
West Africa People's Organization 
tSWAPO) guerrillas in Angola three 
weeks ago. 

Pretoria also sa<d its forces had 
killed a number of Soviet soldiers, 
including two lieutenant-colonels, 
during the operation. 

Tass acknowledged the deaths 
but said the Soviet troops had been 
giving technical advice and training 


u? the Angolan army, and had not 
been engaged in combat operations. 

Tass accused South African and 
western media oT spreading 
"slanderous allegations" about the 
combat role of Soviet soldiers in 
Angola. 

"These lies are used in a bid to 
justify the bandit attacks of the 
South African armed forces on the 
troops of the Angolan army.'* it 
said. 

Until yes tend ay. the Soviet Union 
had maintained silence on South 
Africa's claims. On September 8.

12 young Poles hijack 
airliner to West Berlin 


WEST BERLIN. — Twelve young 
Poles who hijacked a Polish airliner 
to West Berlin on Friday appeared 
before an examining magistrate 
here yesterday, a city justice 
ministry spokesman said. 

The nine men and three women 
were handed over to the West 
Berlin police by U.S. authorities 
who questioned them after the 
plane landed at Tempelhof Airport 
in the U.S. sector of the city. 

The magistrate is to decide 
whether to issue a formal arrest 
warrant against the 12 who seized 
the LOT airliner on a flight from 
Katowice to Warsaw. 

A U.S. military spokesman said 
on Friday that the hijackers had 
threatened the crew of the plane 
with petrol bombs. It was the fifth 
plane hijacked from Poland to West 
Berlin in just over two months. 

They claimed that their act was a 
last-ditch attempt to escape military 
service and the worsening situation 
in Poland, court officials said. 


They set fire to newspapers to 
resemble gasoline bombs and 
. threatened to start bigger fires if the 
pilot did not head for the weft, the 
.official said. One woman was slight- 
ly injured with a razor blade that 
was held to her throat. 

Witnesses said a Soviet-built jet 
violated West Berlin air space and 
chased the LOT aircraft all the way 
to the air base. It flew off when 
two American helicopters went 
aloft, witnesses said. 

Two Hungarian and six Polish 
passengers on die hijacked flight, 
including a married couple and 
their 4-year -old son, decided to seek 
asylum too, police reported. Three 
Swedish and one American pas- 
sengers also decided not to return to 
Poland. 

Police said that the Hungarians 
and Poles were housed in a special 
refugee camp pending completion 
of their applications for asylum. The 
plane carried four crew and a total 
of 45 passengers. (Reuter, AP)

Chinese battle 
swollen river 

PEKING (UPI). — Dams on the 
Yellow River stood the test of the 
highest surge in more than 30 years 
but swollen waters washed away 
dykes downstream and flooded low- 
lying areas, official reports said 
yesterday. 

The China Youth Daily broke the 
official silence on casualties and 
reported a 28-year-old flood fighter 
was killed last Thursday when a 
dyke collapsed in the Qingtong 
gorge of Ningxia province. 

Earlier reports suggested thou- 
sands of persons had been 
evacuated from endangered areas 
before the high waters arrived, 
minimizing losses. 

Electric Power Minister Li Peng 
said the 15,000 workers shoring up 
the flood-menaced Longyang gorge 
dam in Qinghai province, about 
1,500 kilometres west-southwest of 
Peking, have gained the upper hand 
in the struggle against the rain- 
swollen river. 

“We are confident of a total vic- 
tory in the flood-prevention battle,” 
Li was quoted as saying by the of- 
ficial Xinhua news agency. 

Later in the day, the central flood 
prevention headquarters con- 
gratulated the flood workers at the 
Longyang dam for reinforcing the 
dam against the heaviest flow on the 
river since 1949. 


Reagan and Trudeau 
discuss energy 

GRAND RAPIDS, Michigan 
(Reuter). — President Reagan and 
Canadian Prime Minister Pierre 
Trudeau have agreed to try to ease 
friction between the countries over 
Canada's controversial new energy 
policy, Canadian officials said. 
i. Canada's plan. to increase. Cana- 
dian ownership of its energy com- 
panies has drawn sharp criticism 
from the U.S. Congress and the 
American oil industry. 

But only hours after Reagan's 
meeting with Trudeau on Friday, a 
U.S. State Department official ac- 
cused Canada of pursuing short- 
sighted and nationalistic energy 
policies. Robert Hormats, assistant 
secretary of state for economic and 
business affairs, said he feared if 
such policies went unchallenged 
other countries might adopt similar 
measures. 


Miss Zimbabwe will 
be a black after all 

SALISBURY (AP). — A 24-year- 
old black was Friday night crowned 
Miss Zimbabwe after previous 
pageant organizers were charged 
with rigging the contest in favour of 
white contestants. 

Julieth Nyathi won the title at the 
Seven Arts Theatre here shortly 
after midnight She waa chosen by 
10 judges — eight blacks’ and two 
whites — who also picked blacks for 
second and third places. 

“The whole thing was fairly 
judged,'* said journalist Stella Day, 
one of the white judges. “We were 
under no pressure.” 

The Miss Zimbabwe pageant was 
postponed a week previously after 
the organizers pulled out of the con- 
test amid ch arges that they wanted a 
white Miss Zimbabwe.

Afghan forces seek rebels 
in house-to-house search 


ISLAMABAD (UPI). — Soviet and 
Afghan troops are mounting a mas- 
sive house-by-house search in 
Kabul in renewed efforts to crush 
the growing rebel presence in 
Afghanistan's capital, rebel sources 
said yesterday. 

The search operation has resulted 
in repeated clashes between troops 
and the local population with many 
casualties, said the sources, in the 
Pakistani town of Peshawar, near 
the border with Afghanistan. 

Hundreds of people have 
reportedly been jailed and ’many 
homes destroyed in the search for 
guerrillas fighting the Soviet- 
supported government- of Babrak 
Karin al and the presence , of Soviet 
troops in Afghanistan. No further 
details or independent confirmation 
of die rebel reports were im- 
mediately available. .

French parliament votes 
to abolish death penalty 


PARIS (UPIX — ' Fence’s two 
historic guillorinqs ara t^tined to 
become museum piecesTafter the 
lower house of the parliament on 
Friday voted overwhelmingly to 
ablolitii die death penalty, . 

Deputies stood to applaud after 
tiie speaker of the National As- 
sembly announced that a proposed 
law to end death sentences had 
been approved by 363 votes to 117. 

“The death penalty is abolished,” 
said Justice Minister Robert 
Badinter, pronouncing an. official 
end to 189 years of execution by the 
guillotine. 

After spirited debate on France's 
soaring crane rate, the deputies ad- 
ded a provision to the law .that the 
government must reform the na- 


tion's , pen^I code to fix .penalties 
replacing dea$ sentences as a 
deterrent to crime. 

On the eve of the voting, the ma- 
jority of citizens .interviewed for a 
poll in the newspaper Le Fiagaro, 
favoured the death penalty. 

The bill, promised by SociaEst 
President Francois Mitterrand in 
his election campaign, next goes to 
tiie senate to be rubber stamped. 
The. senate has no power to block 
legislation approved by the as- 
sembly. 

With the abolition of capital 
punishment in France, only three 
Wesf European countries- — 
Belgium, Greece and Ireland — re- 
tain the death penalty. 


Salvadoran president visiting the U.S. 


SAN SALVADOR (UPI). — El 
Salvador’s President Jose Napoleon 
Duarte win meet President Ronald 
Reagan and address the UN 
General Assembly daring a. 10-day 
visit to the U.S. which began yester- 
day.

Phosphates, whose basic ele- 
ments dre Calcium and Phosphorus, 
are believed to derive from the 
bodies of marine animals that died 
millions of years ago. 

At Ruseifa there are four beds ly- 
ing one above the other and in- 
terleaved with layers of limestone 
like a quadruple-decker' sandwich. 

Mining is by -the open-cast 
method, with explosives used to 
loosen the 10- or 15-metrc thick 
layer of topsoil, and bulldozers and 
scrapers digging out the. crumbly 
grey phosphate rock. 

The phosphates are then crushed, 
sifted arid if necessary washed and 
dried to enhance the purity. 

The harsh, hilly landscape is dif- 
ficult to disfigure and the sparse 
chimps of grass that are all the 
climate will support eventually grow 
back over the mining slurry. 

Jordan's main export markets for 
phosphates are in Asia, especially 
India, and. spreading eastwards to 
Japan and Australia, but it also sells 
to Eastern European stales and one 
or two Western countries. 

' Phosphates can be used directly 
on the land, but in the main are 
- processed into superphosphates and 
phosphoric acid, as well as a variety 
of other substances used in products 
ranging from detergents to 
pesticides. . 

Like many developing countries. 


Jordan does not want to be simply a

and export the finished product,” 
says Ensour. 

•A S 400 million fertiliser complex 
is expected to be commissioned 
within the next few months at the 
Red Sea port of Aqaba — through 
which all Jordan's phosphate ex- 
ports pass — and h is hoped that by 
1990 about 30 per cent of produc- 
tion will be processed in Jordan. 

With deposits of potash in the 
Dead Sea area which, at an es- 
timated . two billion tons, are 
probably the largest in the world, 
Jordan stands to become a world 
fertiliser power. 

The Dead Sea deposits, dis- 
covered nine years ago, have not yet 
been produced commercially but 
the state is investing 92 million 
dinars (S275 million) in the potash 
industry over the next five years. 

. Phosphates have one other im- 
portant quality: they contain tiny 
quantities of uranium. According to 
scie ntists here the Ruseifa deposits 
have unusually high uranium levels 
of 1 50-200 parts per million. 

Several plants in the U.S. already 
produce uranium from phosphates, 
and a West German consultant is 
due to report within two years on 
the feasibility of Jordan doing so. 

High prices for yellow cake (raw 
uranium) now make this a commer- 
cially attractive proposition, 
researchers say. (Reuter)

The close relationship with 
Moscow had been born under Nas- 
ser, who showed no tolerance for 
Communists in Egypt, but saw the 
conflict with Western interests in 
the Middle East as more important 
than the battle against Arab Com- 
munism. 

After the Arab's defeat in the 
1967 war, the Soviet Union rapidly 
replaced the arms lost by the Egyp- 
tians and a large number of Soviet 
advisers, estimated at 16,000-24,000 
at the time, were dispatched to 
Egypt to rebuild the array. 

The most lasting Soviet contribu- 
tion to Egypt is the Aswan dam on 
the Nile, begun in January 1961. 

The Egyptian army had been 
armed with Soviet bloc weapons 
since a September 27, 1955, agree- 
ment under which Czechoslovakia 
began to supply Egypt with the arms 
the United States had refused to 
furnish. 

It was the first time that a Middle 
Eastern Arab country had es- 
tablished such strong relations with 
the Soviet Union. Nasser's shift 
from Egypt's traditionally pro- 
Western stance was signalled when 
he opposed the pro-Western 
Baghdad Pact that grouped 
Pakistan, Iran, Iraq and Turkey say- 
ing: “Perhaps Communism con- 
stitutes a danger, but imperialism is 
a greater danger.” (A.P.)

Gaddafi’s CIA link 
to be investigated 

WASHINGTON. — The house 
select committee on intelligence is 
investigating allegations of illegal 
dealings between former CIA 
operative Edwin Wilson and Li- 
byan leader Muaramar Gaddafi, the 
'committee's chairman said Satur- 
day. 

Rep. Edward P. Boland, 
Democrat-Massachusetts, said the 
committee instructed its staff to 
begin gathering material on the 
Wilson case after reports began sur- 
facing that CIA employees had 
aided Wilson in his dealings with 
Gaddafi. 

Wilson and another former CIA 
official, Frank Terpil, were indicted 
by a federal grand jury here April 
25, 1980, on charges of illegally sup- 
plying Gaddafi with explosive 
' timers, setting up a terrorist training 
1 schdol fa^Uny!' ihd 'conspiring to 
• commit' a political assassination for 
Gaddafi. Wilson and Terpil are be- 
ing sought by authorities and are 
believed to be in the Middle East. 

The investigation will focus on 
"what types of business former 
(CIA) employees are in and their 
relationship with current 
employees and the problems that 
result from former employees get- 
ting involved; with foreign 
governments,” Boland said. (AP) 

Iraq favours 
break-up of Iran 

PARIS. — Iraq would accept the 
division of Iran into several states if 
no solution were found to the gulf 
war, Iraqi deputy prime minister 
Tareq Aziz said in an interview 
published in Paris last week. 

Aziz, was quoted by Le Monde 
newspaper as saying Iran continued 
to reject any negotiated settlement 
to the conflict. 

“We want neither to destroy Iran 
nor to occupy it for a long time 
because this country is a neighbour 
with which we will stay attached by 
geography, history and common in- 
terests,” he said. 

"However, if we should come to 
the conclusion that the leaders in 
Teheran don't want a peaceful set- 
tlement at any price, we would not 
oppose breaking up the Islamic 
republic into several states.” 

Iraqi troops are occupying sec- 
tions of southern Iran. Some 
political analysts have suggested 
that Iraq wants to annex the oil- 
producing province of Khuzestan 
which has a large Arab population.

Nixon house for 
Syrian ambassador 

NEW YORK.' — The Syrian 
government is buying former presi- 
dent Richard Nixon's town house 
for S2.6 million. as a home for the 
countiy'.s new ambassador to the 
Uninted Nations, Dia-Allah El- 
Faital, the New York Daily News 
reported last week. 

The newspaper said the Syrians 
paid cash for the four-storey 
townhouse in the upper east side. 
Nixon paid 5750,000 for it when he 
moved in two years ago. 

The former president sought to 
sell the property after purchasing a 
'new seven-room home in Saddle 
River, New Jersey, for S1.2m.(UPI)

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Peace for people 


\\ HEN THE peace agreement with Egypt was concluded it was clear 
■ lC coves and hawks alike that Israel was relinquishing tangible assets 
— Sinai ttiifi its strategic values and natural resources — in return for 
tax pi's intansible profession of peace. 

"to compensate Tor this asymmetry ihe two parties produced the 
<dc± of normalization. While Israel was withdrawing, in stages, from 
Sin.ti. so Egxpt for its part would give flesh to the peace treaty by per- 
.-viiing ihe types of normal intercourse between the people of the 
•v o countries that characterize a state of peace. 

~ vu f;oin the start there was more talk than action. Trade relations 
never seemed to get going. Cultural exchanges remained an Israeli 
ice : Ex en tourism, which was acted upon quickly, resulted in many 
visiting Egypt, but few Egyptians coming to Israel. 

Little wonder then that there developed in Israel a considerable 
HcJv of opinion that viewed the peace agreement with mounting 
scepticism. To be sure seme of this was fuelled by the reluctance to 
.- ; -.e err the settlements in the Yamil area. But it would be inaccurate 
\c -scribe all of the opposition to the final phase of the Sinai 

rhdrjwal to the settlement issue. 

Rather. Egypt's unwillingness to make normalization a living and 
vi id reality has left its mark on the minds of many Israelis. 

w.,s opportune, therefore, that earnest discussions on normaliza- 
■ i o r uere begun again in Jerusalem last week with a delegation of 
-gvotian officials. Reportedly some headway was made. But the 
Director General of the Tourism Ministry has given a dispiriting ac- 
count of the Egyptian attitude on Sinai itselF. 

This area, and especially the coastal strip along the Red Sea. has 
become a favourite attraction for Israeli vacationers. Its natural and 
jr.spoiled beauty, its long stretch of uncongested beaches and its 
superb waters for swimming and diving have provided Israelis with an 
important recreational alternative to the dense and limited strips on 
the Mediterranean coast and the overcrowding at Lake Kinneret. 

It was assumed that with peace, Israelis could still have access to 
i he Red Sea shores. The border would not be as open perhaps as in 
western Europe. Visas would be required, but with them, the coastal 
area would be available for camping, and holidaying as before. 

This evidently is not the Egyptian view. In last week's talks it 
emerged that they are opposed to granting the free movement which 
■Jons makes vacationing along the Red Sea possible. They are not 
cc.’inst granting access to Sinai as such, but only to specific points, 
as. tor example. Santa Caterina. 

Admittedly, subjects like camping, surfing and swimming are not 
(he ordinary stuff of diplomacy. Perhaps they are also not the or- 
dinary stuff of the officials who engage in such negotiations. But they 
are the ordinary stuff of ordinary people in search of rest and respite 
from the daily pattern of life. And it is in their minds where the fate of 
peace ultimately is resolved. 

For the thousands of Israelis who have learned to appreciate the 
charms of the Red Sea coast. Egypt's denial of easy access would cer- 
tainly not appear consistent with the aim of normalization. 

No doubt there are legitimate concerns in Cairo about the security 
erects of such access.' But that should not be an insurmountable 
problem, if there is good intent. In the next round of the normaliza- 
tion talks, the Israeli negotiators would do well, therefore, to explain 
vitn greater energy that Sinai, and especially the Red Sea coast, 
should remain a bridge of peace and not become again a barrier.

THE MANY ailments afflicting our 
society of late are assuming such 
dimensions that they threaten to 
besmirch our national image and 
undermine our national well-being. 

The writing is on the wall in the 
tidal rise of verbal and physical 
violence; the intensification of fac- 
tional intolerance, the widening gulf 
between Orthodox and liberal 
Jewry; the increasing tendency in 
the younger generation to emigrate; 
and, perhaps at the root of all, the 
upsurge of individual and sectional 
egotism. Such alarm signals call for 
urgent and drastic counter-activity. 

The task of constraining, if not 
eliminating, these dangerous 
tendencies must fall on all public 
bodies working for the welfare of 
the nation, but the prospects of 
reaching, and eradicating, the roots 
of these tendencies lie chiefly in the 
realm of education. Therefore, the 
urgent mission to come to the 
rescue, to take the lead in srooting 
out the causes of our ailments falls 
upon the educators. Is it within their 
power to succeed in such a vital 
mission? 

Despite the criticism often level- 
led at Israel’s educational system 
and its educators, l venture to 
believe that success is within their 
reach, provided the nation-wide 
campaign is thoroughly thought out 
and provided that educators receive 
backing from the authorities and 
public bodies in Israel. 

In fact, 1 am confident that a 
nation-wide educational drive 
would gather momentum and could 
gradually improve the quality of life 
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YITZHAK SHAPIRA calls for a concerted effort, spearheaded 
by the schools, to deal with the ills undermining our society, . 


"YOU DON’T belong — you have 
no right to live here." I did not hear 
this from anti-Semites in the 
diaspora or the Ku-Klux-Klan in the 
U.S., — but in a Jerusalem 
neighbourhood whose inhabitants 
are mostly "modern religious” 
Jews. 

Bayit Vegan is far removed from 
Mea Shear ira both geographically 
and in outward appearance, but its 
contribution to the growing rift 
between so-called “religious" and 
“secular” Israelis, although more 
subtle than that of Mea Shearim, is 
no less serious. 

When I moved there 10 years ago 
it was a “mixed” neighbourhood, 
with mutual tolerance. Today its 
character has changed, and the 
religious population has built a 
ghetto wall around itself, 
endeavouring to shut out those it 
considers unwelcome elements. 

Some lime ago, one of the 
founders of Bayit Vegan’s Yad 
Lashisha mutual help organization, 
was interviewed in The Jerusalem 
Post. In telling about the work of his 
organization (established in 
memory of six residents killed by a 
terrorist bomb), he expressed disap- 
pointment that it had no non- 
religious members. 

I wonder if he has ever asked 
himself the reason for this. I assume 
he is too enlightened to explain it 
with the old clichd (repeatedly used 
in the religious press) that only 
those with religious education arc

To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — After having tolerated 
your almost daily vehement anti- 
religious and anti-halachic bias for a 
year, I feel the need to make sure 
you receive at least one strongly- 
worded objection. 

Over the year, you have written 
about the “religious coercion” 
forced on a majority of the popula- 
tion. You have made the point over 
and over that Israel should be a 
secular state and it ought not pay 
any attention to religion. You have 
advocated the separation of 
"Church and State’’ and the emigra- 
tion of traditional Halacha. You 
have used the autopsy law, the 
“Who is a Jew” issue, marriage and 
divorce laws, and most recently the 
controversy over the diggings in the 
City of David, among many other is- 
sues, to spew forth your venom on 
tradition and Halacha. 

1 often wonder why you choose to 
avoid dealing with the natural out- 
growths of your attacks. That is, if 
indeed religion should not be part of 
the doctrine of the State of Israel, 
why do you not question what we 
are all doing here? After all, it is 
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in the country — and thereby effect 
a radical change for the better in the 
prevailing social and moral regres- 
sion. My confidence is based, 
among other reasons, on the fact 
that our educational system, in spite 
of its shortcomings, rests on strong, 
healthy foundations. In my ex- 
perience, our educational system 
compares favourably with those in 
most of the leading democratic 
countries. 

Let us consider the nature and ex- 
tent of the comprehensive national 
drive required. First and foremost, 
educational programmes and ac- 
tivities should have a dynamic 
character, though as a rule they are 
static in nature. Schools should 
even give them a touch of 
pugnacity, calculated to enlist the 
pupils in combat against nascent 
negative tendencies. 

With this end in view, the 
Ministry of Education should en- 
courage schools to adopt and give 
top priority to educational projects 
with the following objectives: 
strengthening education for 
democracy; deepening Zionist con- 
sciousness; preventing verbal and 
physical violence and increasing 
voluntary service to one’s fellow 


man, to society and to the state. 
Teachers' and students’ committees 
would jointly decide what these pro- 
jects would be. 

Certain schools have already in- 
itiated and implemented such 
programmes. They should be 
adopted in schools all over Israel. A 
nation-wide drive will create the 
momentum required to beautify our 
daily relations with one another and 
to enrich ttys country's quality of 
life. But for such a scheme to 
become operative and effective, 
certain public bodies must opt for 
involvement in it and equip it with 
facilities they control. 


THE LEAD rapst obviously be 
taken by the Ministry of Education 
and the teachers. The ministry must 
earmark funds for the scheme and 
prevent programme curtailment. 
(Unfortunately cutting back on 
budgets has become an annual af- 
fliction.) Moreover, the' teachers 
and their professions^ organizations 
must regard the successful 
implementation of the scheme as 
demanding, and deserving, volun- 
tary service above and beyond the 
call of their official duties and hours 
of work. 


The teachers must of necessity 
adopt this approach. Only thus can 
they activate the pupils whose 
voluntary involvement is vital for 
success. In my experience, scholars 
in every age group are acutely 
aware of what is going on around 
them, and are prepared to 
cooperate willingly, often 
enthusiastically, in an enterprise 
whose aim is to- improve the quality 
of life. Occasionally they even in- 
itiate such enterprises by 
themselves. A youth movement 
crusading against such dangers to 
our society as die rising emigration 
rate will not be tilting at windmills if 
it operates side-by-side with a 
teachers' movement fighting the 
same battle.

Living in a ‘mixed quarter

If it is to be sincere and 
meaningful, religion and all belief 
must come from within and cannot 
be imposed from outside. There are 
many secular Jews who are seeking 
ways of accepting and performing 
the formal mitzvot. But the suf- 
focating atmosphere in Bayit 
Vegan, and the disappointing exam- 
ple shown by some religious resi- 
dents, has driven many away from 
religion, particularly the youth. 


PRESERVING the unity of the 
Jewish nation must surely be a 
mitzva of foremost importance. 
What is the source of the militant 
righteousness that “justified” the 
daubing of threats and swastikas on 
the waffs of a secular school which 
the municipality dared to establish 
in Bayit Vegan some years ago? A . 
friend received letters threatening 
her and her family because they did 
not conform to standards set by 
these self-appointed judges. Is this 
the road to unity? 


by the teacher and children. They 
planted flowers and creepers, which 
they cared for and watered even 
during school holidays. As soon as' it 
was taken over by a kindergarten of 
the .independent rdqpoos stream 
the quality of life was disregarded 
and the plants were left to die.

U is not enough for a Jew to cover 
his head, observe kashrut and 
refrain from travelling on' Shabbat 
to claim the tide of Shomer Mitzvot 
and hold himself up os an example 
to others. There are mitzvot govern- 
ing .the relations between man and 
man which are not always fulfilled 
by some of these outwardly 
religious people. They have no right 
to condemn a “secular” Jew who 
fulfils mitzvot that they themselves 
disregard. 


Consideration of one’s neighbour 
and the quality of life are also im- 
portant mitzvot. However, the 
streets of Bayit Vegan are often 
dirty and neglected. Parents allow 
their children to play oa the streets 
during the afternoon rest hoars. 
When a religious family moved into 
the flat above mine, my requests for 
a few hours’ quiet in the afternoons 
and early on Saturday mornings 
were ignored, while my similar re- 
quest to non-religious neighbours 
was respected. 

For many years there was a 
secular kindergarten at 52 Rebov 
Bayit Vegan. The yard was well kept 


ON SUCGOT ft is a mitzva to build a 
succa, but not at the expense of 
other mitzvot. 1 have seen adults 
and children destroy living trees is 
order to obtain branches. When the 
municipal trucks delivered 
branches, religious boys and yeshiva 
students on many occasions pushed 
mi aside, claiming die entire truck- 
load as their own. Booths were built 
at all hours of the day and fete into 
the night, without regard for 
neighbours’ rest. 


WHEN MY SON was due to have 
his bar mitzva, we visited a number 
of synagogues before deciding 
where it should be held. My sense of 
alienation from my immediate sur- 


roundings was so great that we 
could not even comider any syn- 
agogue in Bayit Vegan: -the occasion 
was too important to be celebrated 
in a neighbourhood where we were 
made to feel outsiders. 

After one of my children had a 
. miraculous escape from both. die 
terrorist bomb attackkoa the No. 1 2 
bus in Bayit Vegan , I went to a svp- 
agogue to o ffer’a prayer of tEanks 
— but not one near ay home. 

Time after time the, fiction's flls 
are blamed on the fad that too few 
children are educated in religious 
schools. I witnessed ax :fhst hand 
some very unpleasant behaviour 
despite this “perfect” education.' ' 

Instead of creating - ghettos, 
religious Jews should try to build a 
bridge to their secular neighbours. 
We may observe the Shabbat dif- 
ferently, but we are still part of the 
“Chosen People” and have a deep 
love- for Israel and Judaism. Many 
of us have fulfilled the mitzva of set- 
tling and defending the Land, and 
reject efforts to make us feel out- 
siders. 

Bayit Vegan wiU food be free of 
contamination from us “other 
Jews,” and then the ghetto gates 
can be firmly locked. But can the 
remaining residents be proud that 
their behaviour has caused a 
generation of young Jews to grow 
up in their midst with a distorted 
view of religion, instead of having 
learnt from their neighbours to be 
proud of their Jewish heritage?

only a religious and traditional 
halachic view that accorded us the 
right to live in this land to begin 
with. If 1 can choose which halachot 
arc realistically relevant in today’s 
modern world, I certainly could not 
justify having laid daim to a land 
occupied by a majority of others on 
the basis of “old-fashioned biblical 
law.” If our religion does not 
provide the basis for our existence 
in this land, thea what does? If you 
again choose to utilize the 
Holocaust as an excuse or 
rationalization, then perhaps we 
should have laid claim to a part of 
Germany, for they did most of the 
killing. Or perhaps we should lay 
claim to a part of Spain, for they 
also did a good job some years ago.. 
What claim do we have, in com- 


parison to the Arabs? 

If traditional Halacha should not 
be the basis for deciding who is a 
Jew, then why should v/e have any- 
laws regarding this issue? If you 
contend _ we should not, then I 
would suggest that the PLO daim to 
be Jewish. No one else need be hurt 
for them to have their way. After 
all, three million Arabs could daim 
to be “Jewish” and they would, 
without question, control the next 
Knesset. 

Similarly, if the institution of mar- 
riage is not based on Halacha, then 
on what should it be based? Without 
the Tore, we could as easily do away 
with it as well as the foundation of 
the society which is based on mar- 
riage and the family -unit. 

Yes, we could do away with the 


“restrictive laws” of the Sabbath. 
But again, why just these laws? Why 
not the laws that give us daim -to 
this land? How do you {rick and 
choose?

and ignore it anyhow? If the site is 
not a cemetery, then I am confident 
in the ability of modem archeology 
and pathology to prove ft so. Here 
the question is one of fact, not rf 
your fancy. 


The problems of Halacha and. 
modem society and technology are 
indeed difficult ones that need to be 
dealt with and there are, in fact, ex- 
perts who do deal with these issues. 
However,! was not aware that jour- 
nalism also provides rabbinic train- 
ing and expertise. 


It is true that there are those who 
very often get carried away with 
their righteous indignation. But are 
you not guilty of exactly the same 
thing?
